line tax and automobile license fees. 
Hugh Stephens, one

three commissioners, is an active pro­ 
ponent of a bond issue, which is 
fa ­ 
vored also by the automobile club of 
Missouri. 
“When the 
present 
program, as 
contemplated in the 
centennial road 
law (for the 7640-mile state system) 
is completed”, said Matthews, “there 
will be an insistent demand for more 
good roads. We will have occasion to 
make present gravel 
roads 
into

We will be compelled 
because of traffic increase to

roads wider and with the increase of 
heavy traffic in and around our large
